Dozens of products were put 
under government price control 
yesterday after their prices went up 
drastically in recent weeks, Industry 
and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon 
announced. 

Appearing on Israel TV last night, 
Sharon called on consumers to be 
price conscious and shop around. 

Manufacturers recently increased 
their prices by large amounts 
evidently because they expected that 


the government would impose a - 


price freeze. 

Sharon said that the list of pro- 
ducts put under supervision was only 
partial, and that his ministry was 
examining other products to see if 
the increase in price was justified. 


The ministry plans to lower the 
prices of these products to what it 
regards as justified, and will examine 
the increases that took place over the 
past six months. Ἐ 

Manvfacturers of products put 
under government supervision will 
have to get approval from the minis- 
try’s public price committee for any 


sl price increases in the fu- 


δ prices of all products of a certain 
type go up 100 much. Sharon said.

Shamir meets Egyptian FM for 90 minutes

NEW YORK. - Foreign Minister

The chief rabbis yesterday spoke 
Out against this week's pre-holiday 
price rises, saying it would impair the 
celebration of Rosh Hashana for 
mrany members of the public. 

Speaking in a pre-Rosh Hashana 
news conference at their offices in 
Jerusalem's Hechal Shlomo, Ashke- 
nazi Chief Rabbi Avraham Shapiro 
and Sephardi Chief Rabbi Mor- 
dechai Eliahu noted that the price 
bikes should have come a few weeks 
ago or after the holiday. As it is, 
Rosh Hashana falls at the end of the 
month when many people are 
already low in funds, Eliahu said.

Dulzin called for increased activism for Soviet 
Jewry. “We must give them the feeling that we 


haven't forgotten them.” he said. 


Dozens of Jewish organizations were repre- 
sented at the meetings of the presidium, which 


convened last week at a time when 
from Russia is nearly at a standstill 
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many of those permitted to leave decide τὸ go τὸ 
the U.S. rather than Israel. Armand H. 

The 55 members of the presidium agreed that 
the morto of the Soviet Jewry movement must be 
repatriation to Israel, and not just reunification of 
families. since many Soviet Jews who want to 
come on aliya have no relatives here. He added 
that many Soviet Jews agree that the phenomenon 
of “dropping out” - going to the U.S. rather than 
Israel. despite possession of an Israeli visa — has 
proved catastrophic to the movement. 

Among the examples of increased repression 
are the planting of guns and drugs in the homes of 
Soviet Jews; harsh sentences for teaching Hebrew: 
exile to Siberia on spurious charges: the loss of 
jobs for applying to emigrate and vicious anti- 
Semitic and anti-Zionist propaganda. 

Dulzin noted that President Ronald Reagan 
had sent Max Kampelman, the U.S. envay to the 
Madrid Conference on Security and Cooperation, 
to seven European countries. In each one, 
Kampelman urged leaders to join the fight for 
Soviet Jewish emigration.

‘Terror accused not. unduly. pressured to confess’

Most of the Jewish terror under- 
ground defendants gave statements 
to police conceming the group's 
alleged activities in a free. relaxed 
and sometimes proud manner. 
according to yesterday's testimony 
by officers who recorded the sus- 
pects’ words and supervised the film- 
ing of them re-enacting their alleged 
crimes. 

First and longest on the stand was 
Superintendent Shimon Sharvit. 
Sharvit testified on Sunday for the 
prosecution. which is charging 20 
men with planning or carrying out a 
series of bloody attacks against West 
Bank Arabs. Yesterday. he was sub- 
jected to nearly 24+ hours of detailed 
cross-examination by defence 
lawyer Dan Avi-Yitzhak before the 
Jerusalem District Court, in the con- 
text of a mini-trial on whether the 
defendants" statements are admissi- 
ble asevidence. . 

Before the questioning, presiding 
Judge Ya’acov Bazak announced 
that the co.* : had ruled against the 
prosecution's attempt to introduce 
evidence on consultations between * 
the defendants and their lawyers in 
jail shortly after their arrest. as re- 


1 corded by police and General Secur- 


ity Service agents whose presence 
bad been required by a High Court 
decision. The court held that the 
lawyer-client privilege applied. de- 
spite the third parties’ présence. 
Sharvit reviewed the procedure, 
in which he had participated, of 
ing statements from a number of 
the defendants, and of outings 
taken, often in the middle of the 
night, to the scenes of the allege:

They also insisted 
that the defendants made their state~ 
ments and re-enactments freely, in 
good spirits, and after being warned 
that they could be used against them 
im court. 

One of the locations defendant 
Dan Be'eri took him to. Belisha 
related, was a Jerusalem apartment 
in which a meeting had taken place. 
according ta the suspect. attended 
by Gush Emunim leader Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger among others. and 
at which one of the subjects discus- 
sed was the Temple Mount plot. 
Levinger was released on bail after 
11 days of questioning last May and 
has not been charged. 

Meanwhile, attempts to win a 
High Holy Days furlough for the 
defendants, all but one of whom are 
being held until the end of the trial.

Pollitzer would be happy to invest 
more of his own money in an effort 
to remodel or redirect Sharon to 
other fields. But this. too. would not

amount of time, let's sav six to ten 
weeks. Within that time the money" 
has mostly evaporated. and you're 
back to square one.” 


WHAT ABOUT EXPORTS? Why 
not seek salvation overseas? Pollit- 
zer pulls out a booklet full of 
brochures for his products in almost 
every European language. including 
Greek. For vears he had been an 
exporter. and in the late Seventies. 
he achieved some significant succes- 
ses in this field. His command of 
English, German and French stood 
him in good stead as he plugged the 
circuit of trade fairs across Europe -- 
in Birmingham. Hanover, Frankfurt 
and Nicosia. as well as in Johannes- 
burg. where he scored his biggest 
Single success. 

Much money and effort were in- 
vested in this drive and the results 
were more than reasonable for 
Several years. (Pollitzer points out 
that the role played by the nerwork 
of Israeli trade and economic repre- 
sentatives was invaluable in this re- 
spect.) 

However. money and effort were 
no match for the dictates of the 
world. currency markets. and when 
the dollar began to climb against the 
European currencies. his markets 
began to shrink. As the U.S. curren- 
cy moved ever higher in the Jast vear 
or two, the export market ceased to 
be a viable alternative at all. for his 
product has no real market in the 
USS. itself. 

Producing in ἃ dollar-oriented 
economy. Sharon fans simply were 
priced right out of the European 
markets. Pollitzer’s agenis told him. 
“Your product is very, good, quality- 
wise, and if it was cheaper it would- 
sell very well. but not at the price vou 
are asking.” 

In his determination to maintain a 
foothold abroad. he continued to 
make shipments until his finance 
manager told him that he was losing 
on every fan he sent and put a stop to 
the endeavour. i 


IN OTHER WORDS. having 2 first- 
class product, approved by all the 
relevant institutes in the major coun- 
tries. is of no use if you can’t sell ata 
competitive price. . P; 
. Furthermore, a firm can't get. 
compensation from the government 
for exchange-rate differentials. if if 
can't get orders in the first place. 

One wonders how many hundreds 
of millions of dollars of potential 
exports are being lost because of this 
international problem. which is 
beyond the capability of any: indi- 
vidual government, much less firm, 
to solve. 

As his business shrinks around 

him, Paul Pollitzer seeks an alterna- 
tive route to see him through this 
unprecendentedly difficult period. 
He hopes it will come through one of 
his sidelines, in the military equip- 
ment sphere. 
If not, he will eventually be 
squeezed out of existence by forces 
which he cannot fight against. much 
less overcome. That small disaster 
would be a great tragedy for him and 
his workers, although only a small 
Statistic in the national ledger.

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About $50 million for Dead Sea area oil exploration 


Search for oil gets concerted push 


By DAVID KRIVINE 

A big oil-search project is being 
launched in the Dead Sea area by 
Sismica (1983) Ltd., at at investment 
of $50 million. Outlays made so far 
total $4m., and first drillings are due 
on the eastern flank of Har Sdom 
towards the end of the year. 

The novelty of this venture, 
according to company general mana- 
ger Yossi Langotsky, is that the 
concession covers a large area of 
about 1,600,000 dunam, permitting 
a concerted exploration programme. 
Hitherto the sector was divided be- 
tween different licence-holders, 
each doing his own wildcat drilling, a 
system which failed to provide the 
necessary basic data on subsurface 
geology. 

Reports by authoritative analysts 
— notably James E. Wilson (past 


president of the American Associa- 
tion of Petroleum Geologists) and 
3.K. Arbenz (formerly senior geolo- 
gical consultant in the Shell Oil 
Company) -- confirn that there are 
likely to be sizeable deposits with, 
according to Wilson, a 30 per cent 
likelihood of discovery. 

Sismica has formed, in part- 
nership with the Paz group, 2 com- 
pany called the Har Sdom Oi Com- 
pany. Each side is investing $5m.. 
and the Israel Nationa! Oi! Company 
is putting up another $10m. Add 


$5m. from a company in Dallas, | 


Texas. and the total so far comes to 
$25m. 


Advanced negotiations with the- 


Dead Sea Works and its mother 
company, Israel Chemicals, may 
yield a further $5m. Moreover the 
financial company Oppenheimer 


Inc. is organizing, it is understood. a 
syndicate in the U.S. to mobilize 
$30m 


On.offer are limited partnerships 
with units as small as $100,000 or 
$200,000. The Israel government is 
ready to supply matching funds for 
40 per cent of whatever sums are 
raised on the American market. 

The Dead Sea Rift Valley has not

Honda has best kilometrage 


WASHINGTON (AP). - For the 
second year in a row a Honda car was 

best in petrol consumption 
among cars sold in the United States, 
according to the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. Foreign- 
made engines, six of them diesels, 
powered all the top ten cars among 
1985 models to go on sale this au- 
tumn. 


The two-seater Honda Civic 
Coupe HF recorded 79km. per gal- 
lon (3.8 litres) in EPA's city driving 
test and 87km. per gallon in the 
es highway test released this 

- week. 


Last year, another Honda, the -. 


Civic CR-X, ranked first with 82km. 
per gallon. But that figure cannot be 
compared with this year's city rating 
because EPA is, for the first time, 
deflating the figures from its tests to 
reflect more closely what cars yield 
in real-world driving. 

The kilometrage figure recorded 
in the city test is reduced by 10 per 
cent for 1985 models and the 
kilometrage on the highway test is 
reduced by 22 per cent. 

This year, EPA is resuming pub- 
lication of highway kilometrage after 


discontinuing it as unrealistic for 
several years. 

. The best kilometrage car sold 
under an American nameplate is the 
new Chevrolet Sprint, giving 75km. 
per gallon in the city and 85km. per 
gallon on the highway and ranked 
second. 

This car, also sold as the Pontiac 
Firefly, actually is the Japanese- 
made Suzuki SA810 and has the only 
three-cylinder engine offered in the 
United States. 

The fourth-ranked Ford Escort 
diesel was the best American-built 
car, giving 69km. per gallon in the 
city and 83km. per galion on the 
highway. This Escort, also sold as 
the Mercury Lynx, is powered by an 
engine built .in Japan by 
Motors Corp.

Banks follow Leumi’s lead 
in raising interest rates

Bar Kochba (Bar Koziba. the De- 
ceiver). to the turmoil and humilia- 
tion of the Shabbetai Zevi disaster - 
these have been the tragic stages of 
messianic Judaism. Is it any wonder 
that the Talmud and the subsequent 
two thousand vears of tradition have 
been so suspicious of millennial 
zealots? 

“He who announces the mes- 
sianic time based on calculation 
forfeits his own share in the 
‘future....Blasted be the banes-of 
those who calculate the End 
waa Whoever gives his mind to four 
things. itis better for himifhe had 
not come into the world - what is 
above, what is beneath, what has 
beforetime. and what will be 
hereafier....]f vou are planting a 
tree and someone cores und says. 
‘the Messiah is coming.” go on 
planting... Grass will grow in 
your cheeks and the son of David 
will still ποῖ have come,...All the 
predestined dates have passed and 
the matrer depends only on re- 
pentence and good deeds..." 

The new zealots do not represent 
essential Judaic traditions as they 
claim. Rather. they represent 
another resurgence of a basically 
Christian insistence on pressing the 
end. Their roots and model are 
neither Biblical (with the exception 
of the Book of Daniel. the only one 
of many Hellenistic apocalyptic texts 
incorporated in the canon). aor Tal- 
mudic. They recall an era of Judaism 
in a state of turmoil and despair after 
the disillusionment following the 
Maccabee triumph. The despair in- 
tensified in the Hashmonean period, 
and reached its climax with the des- 
wuction of the temple, Rar Kochba, 
and the final dispersion. 

It is this period of Jewish apoc- 
rypha and pseudepigrapha (includ- 
ing their most famous offspring: the 
Gospels) that we should have in 
mind as we observe and respond to 
the present extremism. and uncon- 
strained millennial fantasy. These

for their “purity 1 
weponr": they should be vehemently 
rejected as representatives of the 
Jatest assauit on traditional Biblical 
and Talmudic Judaism. 


A NUMBER of studies have 
appeared recently conceming the 
close ties berween Christian Fun- 
damentalists in the U.S. and their 
Jewish counterparts here in Israel. 
Contacts between the two are con- 
stant. enthusiastic. and widely publi- 
cized. Speakers come and go bring- 
ing their respective messages οὗ ene 
couragement to one another. Gala 
banquets and soulful prayer break- 
fasts are held honouring their com- 
mon purpose. A steady flow of radio 
and T.V. broadcasts over the many 
fundamentalist stations increasingly 
inundate the U.S. media. sing. the 
praises of Israel. and win an affec- 
tionate gratitude in return, such as 
Menachem Begin’s conferring of the 
Jabotinsky medal on Jerry Falwell. 

The alliance is entirely natural, 
since both parties to it share the 
same messianic expectation. Their 
main di ce is whether this will 
be the Messiah's first or second trip 
to earth. Bluntly put. Christian and 
Jewish fundamentalists are so close 
because Jewish fundamentalists 
have succumbed (once again) to 
Christian apocalyptic impatience. 
Rabbis Kahane. Levinger, Wald- 
man. and Druckman, the 25 accused 
kipor terrorists. and the Gush Emu- 
nim people and others who share 
their fantasies, embody an essential- 
ly Christian movement in Israel. 

To call the extremist rabbis and 
their followers Orthodox Jews is to 
insult traditional Judaism. and to 
wrench the meaning of Drthodoxy. 
much as Bolsheviks do when they 
refer to Lenisism as “orthodox” 
Marxism. One can. of course. find 
Biblical justification for annihilating 
enemies (Amalekites, Hittites,
